In the fifth treaty signed in three days, the U. S Navy Secretary- 
designate, John Warner, and Adm Sergei Gorshkov, Soviet Navy 
com m ander in chief, pledged the two countries to stop harassing 
practices on both sides which have threatened to grow into m ajor 
confrontations. 
The ceremony cam e after Nixon and his aides m et with Kremlin 
leaders lor tin* seventh time in four days They continued to work 
toward hnal agreem ent on a strategic arm s limitation treaty due* to 
be signed either Friday or during the weekend 
while* also zeroing in 
on the extrem ely sensitive issue of Vietnam 
The inc idents at sea agreem ent was aim ed at stopping a practice 
that has resulted in at least two minor c ollisions and countless c lose 
c alls between American and Soviet ships 


Term s of the pact were* workc*d out during sessions in Moscow last 
October and in Washington last month The agreem ent c oncentrates 
on 
reaffirming 
the 
super 
powers’ 
com m itm ent 
to 
existing 
international traffic understandings 
“ rules of the road” 
on the high 
seas, and an agreem ent to experim ent with spe*cial signals between 
the two fleets to help them steer clear of each other

The state D epartm ent of Water Resources, pledging to 
keep com m ittm ents to deliver 
w ater to Southern 
California residents and valley area farm ers, said 
operations were “ normal 
But the California State Em ployes Association, which 
sanctioned the walkout by about 500 hydroelectric and 
pumping plant workers, said the strike was “ 90 per cent 
effective. 
“They’re running out of tim e,“ CSEA spokesman Jim 
Bald said “ A court order can te n d this.” 
A tem porary restraining order against the strike was 
served on CSEA General M anager Walter W Taylor 


Wednesday as he and about 50 other persons picketed on 
the Capitol steps 
The order, signed by Sacram ento Superior Court Judge 
William Gallagher, was obtained by the state Monday 
shortly after the strike began Gallagher set June 5 for a 
prelim inary hearing in the case 


Taylor said “ the court has no power to order the 
workers back to their jobs

norm now,” Griffith concluded 
Griffith said that Lompoc’s high 
t r i m m i n g 
c o s t s 
c o u l d 
be 
accountable to an unreasonably high 
level of service. 
“ I don’t mean to imply that our 
tree trim m ers are inefficient,’’ he 
continued, “ I’m saying that perhaps 
the level of our service is higher We 


may be providing a level ot service 
that exceeds the norm and our 
ability to pay We have to determine 
the level of service we’re going to 
give to street trees and go from 
th ere.’’ 
Griffith also cited a high level of 
“ p e r s o n a liz e d ”, 
o ff-s c h e d u le 
trim m ing as contributing to the high 
costs as well as the fact that, while 
county trim m ers normally complete 
their circuit of county trees in three 
years, Lompocans tend to demand 
that city trees be trim m ed every 
several months. 


That Lompoc* has many young 
street trees was brought out as one 
reason for the higher trimming 
frequency here. Foliage on young 
trees here must be kept minimal 
until their trunks are sturdy enough 
to withstand the Lompoc winds. 
P a r k s

Howerton indicated that many of 
Lom poc’s street trees will soon be 
old enough to require less frequent 
trim m ing This turn of events could

An ongoing archeological 
survey indicates that the

did they hunt, and that their 
world was confined to the 
brief coastal meadows of 
three south-facing juts of 
coastline where there was 
sun, 
where hills rose to 
break the steady northwest 
wind 
and 
where,

the 
shallows they gathered the 
snails, mussels and abalone 
of 8,000 years ago. 
Since the summer of 1969, 
UCSB Archaeologist Larry 
Spanne 
and 
platoons 
of 
student 
volunteers 
have

archaeological deposits left 
in the area of Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
base 
by 
the 
C h u m a s h 
I n d i a n s

The 
program is a joint Interior 
Depart ment , 
National 
Parks Service, Air Force 
and UCSB effort aimed at 
preservation of the sites and 
t h e i r 
i r r e p l a c e a b l e 
prehistory. 
Some of the finds are 
ocean side seal bone and 
shell-laden 
mounds 
of 
refuse 
from 
ancient 
sea 
harvests, others are caves 
or rock faces covered with 
ritual 
pictography 
and 
petroglyphs (stonecuttings) 
and 
s till 
others 
are 
“ industrial areas” heaped 
with flakes of chert from

Nation's weather

Fair, dry weather prevailed over most of the nation 
today, bolstering the hopes of Memorial Day weekend 
travelers but endangering forest land in Arizona, New 
Mexico and Michigan 
The National Weather Service at Houghton Lake, Mich , 
warned of very dangerous fire control problems over the 
long Memorial Day weekend in the northern woodlands of 
Michigan’s lower peninsula because of continued drought 
conditions A brush fire struck a densely wooded area about

Paris, he shocked the 
diehards of haute couture 
when he announced not so 
long ago that he wanted "to 
dress tne ordinary girl in the 
street." 


This last production of his 
is still some way off the said 
girl, but his collection was 
hailed as a masterpiece of 
restrained chic. His clothes 
are gay, exciting, different, 
casual (sometimes vaguely 
reminiscent of the old favor­ 
ite, the twin-set), but never- 
the less calling for that un­ 
erring dress sense to assert 
a woman’s personality. 
He m a n ag ed to impart 
that expensive, sophisticated 
look to cardigans, soft shirt- 
waisters with a scarf neck­ 
line, trenchcoats or blouses. 
It’s all in the “ assembling" 
of d i f f e r e n t elements, in 
strings of false pearls worn 
with an air, in the colorful 
harlequin prints in wool and 
chiffon and the black velvet 
evening Pierrot trouser en- 
sembles. There are also 
loose, casual toppers belted 
like a French railway por­ 
ter’s, suit jackets that have 
nipped-in waists rather like 
a 
lasehall player’s outfit, 
pleated or .straight skirts 
that top the knees. Not a 
miniskirt in sight, but trou­ 
sers still going strong, often 
lopped hy blouses in soft 
leathers. 


Pierre Cardin, who is the 
most prolific of the Pans de­ 
signers, showed an impor­ 
tant collection w h ic h will 
surely delight retailers who 
have always felt secure in 
following his lead, and this 
for several seasons ahead. 


This year he showed a 
new, completely u n s t r u c- 
tured coat on poncho lines 
with daring futuristic appli­ 
cations in contrasting colors 
and enormous pockets, worn 
over the ribbed body stock­ 
ing which appears with all 
daytime numbers. 


Cardin’s second important 
point was the return to the 


tightly belted, wasp-waisted 
and very short dress. Some 
even had stiffening over the 
hips. There were also some 
tightly belted tent coats with 
very full bloused backs, dra­ 
matic evening sheaths with 
neckline and seams of the 
long, tight sleeves "created" 
with a wide, upstanding, or­ 
gandy trim. 


New, too, was Cardin’s 
t r e a t m e n t of sleeves—all 
short. On coats, these were 
pushed back to the elbow 
into deep folds. Jackets and 
blouses also stopped short 
of the ribbed undersleeve. 


For the first time in the 
annals of high fashion, an 
American designer came to 
Paris to sell and not to buy. 
Arnold Scassi, well-known in 
New York for his custom- 
made cocktail and evening 
dresses, showed 20 models. 
All were essentially frilly, 
f l u f fy , ultrafeminine— the 
kind that naturally call for 
real diamonds and pearls. 


Michel Gonia over at Jean 
Patou m a k e s clothes that 
every woman wants to wear. 
Ensembles featuring tricot

louses trimmed with tricot 
( perfect for a country week­ 
end). Or again, a dress in 
the softest suede with elas- 
ticized inset at the waist 
These made news. He used 
a lot of checks for pants 
which are s t r a i g h t and 
medium-wide and amusing 
little vests. There are luxury 
reversible or furlined trench­ 
coats, flaring, swinging coats 
and "umbrella” raincoats 
with capelet and funnel col­ 
lar, plus kangaroo pockets.

traveled throughout Mexico 
to fish and hunt for rocks 
and shells 
T h e i r 
t h r e e - m o n t h 
journey took them through 
Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas to visit friends and 
relatives 
before 
entering 
Mexico at Nuevo Laredo 
Traveling on Highway 85, an 
inland parallel to the Gulf of 
Mexico on the east coast, 
the 
Newdolls 
p assed 
through 
Mexico City on 
their way Southeast to the 
state of Oaxaca and Puerto 
Angel on the Pacific Ocean 
Returning to Mexico City 
they 
turned 
west

I spent the day 
sorting the things 1 had 
brought different families 
It was no easy task. It was 
unbearably hot, about 100 
degrees As soon as word 
got around that we were

immediately, all the kids 
in town gathered around and 
pecked on the trailer, looked 
in 
the 
windows 
and 
continuously 
begged 
for 
dulces’ <candy >. When they 
saw the dolls, they wanted 
them ” This year, Buelah 
bought, repaired and made 
clothes for 94 new and used 
dolls for the children of 
their 
friends 
and 
other 
selected families. 
Juaquina 
Morales 
and 
Lydia Valdez Mendez began 
to instruct Buelah in the art 
of 
embroidery 
“ In 
the 
e v e n m g s 
we 
woul d 
sometimes sit in the open 
air, palm-thatched cantina, 
sipping 
a 
‘cerveza’ 
and 
listening to the juke box 
belting out that pulsating 
Latin music. The women 
had been working on pillow 
cases for us and when we 
were due to leave, they 
hurried to put on the last 
stitches of embroidery and 
wash and iron them ’’ 
“ Francisco rode with us 
as far as Pochutia, about 25 
miles We wanted to shop 
for an oil stove for Lydia, 
She has been cooking on the 
open fire, which is very 
uncomfortable 
in 
this 
weather ” 
Traveling 
back 
up the 
west coast of Mexico, the 
Newdolls 
arrived 
at the 


trailer 
park 
at 
Lake 
Mocuzare, 
near Navojoa 
“ We showed our movies, 
using the electricity of one 
of the campers who had a 
generator. Next day, the 
people 
who 
had 
missed 
seeing them wanted another 
"cine a noche ”. 
So 
we 
took 
the 
film 
projector, our table, chairs 
and 
extension 
cord 
to 
Emelda 
Gonzales 
Lopez 
house 
in 
the village of 
Mocuzare. There they had 
electricity and we put on the 
movies for the whole town. 
They all turned out. We 
showed the film taken at 
Mocuzare the time we got 
stuck in the mud by the lake 
a couple of years ago When 
the people saw themselves 
in the pictures, they laughed 
and hollered and clapped, 
and so we had to show it 
over again. 
At Kino, “ there was a cool 
ocean breeze Every day we 
went out in the boat.” The 
Newdolls fished and made 
substantial hauls of clam 
and crab

store. At night he goes to 
school. On Saturdays and 
Sundays, he is active in the 
Evangelical church.” 
“ We went to church with

Saturday. 
Sunday 
afternoon, we went to his 
home where we had a good 
time swatting the piñata, 
taking pictures, visiting and 
eating.’’ 
From 
Hermosillo, 
the 
Newdolls headed for home, 
bringing to full circle a 
journey of up to 9,000 miles 
and a lifetime of memories.

Artiplex plants clung to 
the coastal crags offering 
up salty red berries and the 
grassland ecozone of the 
abutting coastal plain Imre 
seeds, button sage which 
was probably a staple for 
the early gatherers, and 
edible 
roots 
similar 
to 
potatoes which the early 
peoples boiled and relished. 
“ Very seldom will you 
find an arrowhead or a 
spear point in any of the 
mounds 
of 
the 
earliest 
people in Santa Barbara 
County," Spanne said of the 
earliest sites. “ They had 
very 
crudely 
made 
arrowheads and apparently 
weren't doing much hunting 
at all. They were gatherers 
rather than hunters." 
Almost all of the earliest 
village sites are located on 
the coastal plain not far 
from the sea and nestled 
against slopes for protection 
from 
the 
eternal 
wind. 
These were safely distant 
from 
the 
Chaparral- 
dwelling grizzlys but wary 
gathering parties of the 
coast 
people 
risked 
an 
encounter 
to 
take 
manzanita 
berries 
and 
occasional 
wild 
cherries 
from these zones and acorns 
from further inland 
Live and Tan bark oaks 
dominated the high peaks 
and interior slopes yielding 
the staple acorn which, 
after pulverization in heavy 
stone mortars and day long 
leaching 
(rinsing! 
with

their 
tannic acid, were worked 
into thick porridges or a 
manner of baked bread. 
It wasn’t a princely life,

Before he made it, Joe Frazier had ticked off some of the 
disadvantages connected with being world heavyweight 
champion. He talked of the restrictions it imposes on a 
man, both in his private and public life. The restrictions and 
pressures of being a f igure people consider ‘ ‘ important 
“ I lay in bed sometimes and wonder what guys like the 
President, senators and other prominent men have to go 
through being what they are,” said Frazier, forgetting what 
he goes through being what he is. 


“ Am I tired of being the heavyweight champ? I wouldn t 
say that. In one way, yeah, though Yeah, I get tired talkin' 
and travelin’. I get tired stayin’ in the room Too much 
pressure. All the time, pressure. The pressure I’m talking 
about is like, w ell... havin’ to be whay you are all the time. 
You gotta be nice to everyone. It’s impossible. You start 
gettin’ concerned about doin’ the right thing and not hurtin 
anybody, hurtin’ their feelin’s. It bothers you. It bothers 
your mind, and that’s pressure 
Joe Frazier was reclining on one of the chairs in his hotel 
room here as he talked. He slouched in the chair and had his 
feet propped up on a bed, riffling through some of his mail 
as he spoke. 
“ Income tax,” he said, examining the contents of one 
envelope and flipping it on the bed “ Don’t wanna see that 
one. Not now.” 


Opening another envelope, a much larger one, he pulled 
out a photograph. The photo showed the new house he had 
built for his mother back in Beaufort, S.C. He looked at the 
photo and obviously was proud of the house which is very 
close to the one he had built for himself. 
“ I tried getting her to leave for a few days and maybe 
come on up with us,” said Frazier speaking about his 
mother in Beaufort, “ but she said, ‘No, I can’t leave these 
chickens and the pigs, and everything else’. I told her, 
Mama, you can leave ’em, but she won’t go. 


How does she feel about you fighting?” someone asked 
“ My mother is very religious,” Frazier said 
When 1 
first started, she said, ‘If you wanna fight, if you have to 
fight just be careful. I’ll say a prayer for you.” 
Right now, Joe Frazier has no specific blueprint for 
retirement. You ask him how much longer he plans to keep 
fighting, when does he think he’ll retire, and he shows by 
his answers he really doesn’t know. 
“ Everybody asks, When’s he gonna retire?” ’ Frazier 
said. “ My philosophy is, if I retire, what am I gonna do7 
What am I gonna invest money in7 I gotta hang on to that 
bread When you talk about my ambition, there isn't too 
much more left. Not in fighting, anyway. I got the 
championship, I got a little money. I wanna try to live 
comfortably while I ’m livin’ and try not to hurt anybody ’ 
Where does that leave the return with Muhammad All7 


“ Clay?” said Frazier, unemotionally. 
“ It’s up to 
whatever he wants to do He’s the guy drivm’ the hard 
bargain. What’s he want, six million? Where’s he gonna get 
it? Who’s gonna give it to him7 That’s three times what he 
got before Look, to have him in the ring, I d settle for 
three-and-a-half and let him get six. ” 
“ He needs six,” a guy in the room said “ He’s spending 
money as if the Russians already are in the next county. 
Someone else wanted to know what was the most money, 
the most cash, Frazier ever had held in his hand at one 
time. 


“ I don’t know how much money I ever held in my hand,” 
said Frazier. “ I don’t grab 1 don’t care that much about 
having cash in my hand I’d just as soon have it in receipts, 
and I think I’ve had $700,000 or $800,000 in checks in my 
hand already. I don’t care about making any show with 
money I’ve seen Clay, this was during a television show, he 
came with money in all his inside pockets and kept pulling 
it out and showing it That’s not for me.

“ It’s a whole new ball 
game now,” one of them 
remarked.

switch from the tunnel to 
the woods so quickly. 
“ Actually, we’ve been in 
the woods for a long time 
but the move was kept 
secret to prevent the North 
Vietnamese

Is it possible? 


Two tax reform measures are now in the 
legislative 
mill 
in 
Sacramento, 
both 
almost as different as night and day. 
Assembly 
Speaker 
Robert 
Moretti 
supports AB 1000, a measure also designed 
and supported by the County Supervisors' 
Association. 
The 
other 
measure 
is 
Governor Ronald Reagan s. 
Both plans relate to school finance, an 
unfinished task before the legislature. The 
Moretti plan treats school finance and 
property tax relief separately. The Reagan 
plan delivers property tax reductions of 
nearly $900 million through a reduction in 
school taxes and an increased exemption 
for homeowners over a period ot tour 
years. Reagan s plan rolls back school 
property taxes by about $650 million and 
picks 
up 
the difference 
from 
state 
revenues. Morettis plan does not at this 
time contain a detailed school finance 
program but earmarks a raw sum of 
money for equalization aid 


On The Right by W illiam Buckley 


Both plans increase the state sales tax 
by one cent. The Reagan plan includes a 
$14 million personal income tax reduction. 
The Moretti plan relies on an increase in 
personal 
income tax ot $860 million 
annually. Both programs increase bank 
and corporation taxes. No property tax 
relief is granted industrial property under 
the Moretti plan while the Reagan plan 
grants across-the-board relief. Moretti 
ignores increases in the “sin taxes while 
Reagan's plan raises $144 million in higher 
levies 
on 
cigarettes 
and alcoholic 
beverages. 


Reagan's plan has local expenditure 
controls. Moretti s plan does not. 


As we stated, there is a vast difference 
in the plans both in scope and emphasis. 


Is it too much to hope that compromise 
can come this year in the Legislature tor 
equalized school financing and property 
tax relief? 


McGovern and defense 


On the eve of the expected 
innouncement of an agreement 
between the governments of the 
United States and of the Soviet 
Union 
respecting 
controlled 
disarmament, 1 turn to the defense 
theories 
of 
Senator 
George 
McGovern, the emotional front- 
runner in the Democratic race. I am 
indebted to the spread on “ The 
Economics of George McGovern 
(available at no charge from Box 
182, Murray Hill Station. New York, 
10016), and in particular to the essay 
by Mr. William Schneider, a PhD. 
formerly 
associated 
with 
the 
Hudson institute. 


Senator 
McGovern 
talks 
grandly about cut­ 
ting 
the 
defense 
budget by a breath­ 
taking 
30 
billion 
dollars. 
That would appear to be a spTendid 
idea, inasmuch as no American 
taxpayer benefits tangibly from 
defense 
expenditures 
since 
we 
cannot eat bullets, or borrow on our 
equity in atom bombs. But the 
tactical consequences aside, the 
strategic 
implications 
of 
that 
reduction are important to look at. 
It would mean forever cancelling 
all weapons or weapons plans whose 
purpose is primarily defensive in 
nature, or which prospectively aim 
at the offensive capability of the 
enemy. This would be a giant step 
backwards, into the strategy of what 
the boys call “ Mutual Assured 
Destruction,” MAD for short. MAD 
is the primitive intuition that if we 
maintain enough nuclear warheads 
to visit insupportable damage upon 
the enemy’s population the enemy 
won’t bother us. Thus Senator 
McGovern argues that as things 
stand we have “ the guaranteed 
capability 
to 
deliver 
200 
one- 
megaton equivalents on separate 
targets in both the Soviet Union and 
China ” 
There are two difficulties with 
MAD, 
one 
moral, 
the 
other 
practical. 
The first is that the ransoming of 
tens of millions of human lives is 
something a state is entitled to do 
when there is no alternative. Even 
then it is not clear, as the situation 
works out, that the moral mandate 
is 
unambiguous. 
If 
on 
the 
apocalyptic day the Soviet Union 
were to proceed with its devastating 
nuclear 
strike, 
an 
American 
president would need instantly to 
assimilate 
the 
data: 
a) 
our 
deterrent strategy has not worked; 
therefore b) the dispatching of our 
own nuclear armada is an act not of 
deterrence but of vengeance. To 
take 
50 
million 
lives 
without 
achieving the practical purpose of 
national survival is morally risque. 
But add to it that there is a 
practical 
alternative, 
namely, 


defensive measures, of which the 
Anti-Ballistics 
Missile 
is 
the 
principal symbol. 


The fact is that the Soviet Union 
has itself substantially abandoned, 
or is in the process of abandoning, 
MAD. A Soviet study in 1967, 
prepared under the direction of 
Lieutenant General I Zavyalov, 
concluded 
that Soviet strategic 
forces 
should 
be 
directed 
“ primarily against the enemy’s 
means of nuclear attack 
In a 
major strategy statement in 1969, 
Marshal N. I Krylov reiterated the 
traditional Soviet view that there 
could be a “ winner” in a nuclear 
war, a deduction based on the 
strategy of building up the Soviet 
Union’s offensive forces with the 
aim of silencing 90 or 95 per cent of 
America’s retaliatory capability, 
then bracing itself for that part of 
the five per cent that is able to 
penetrate the ABM shield around 
the major Soviet cities, on which 
shield work has begun again, after a 
brief interruption. 


Look at the problem in terms of 
pure theory. If Soviet technology 
can advance in the two directions of 
a) knocking out our grand-based 
m issiles, 
and 
b) 
shielding 
themselves against those missiles 
which we succeed in launching from

the sea, then it would follow that the 
United States’ nuclear deterrent is 
quite simply ended. And that the 
Soviet Union would need merely to 
specify its demands, rattle its saber, 
and the United States would be left 


prostrate. Yet even in the field of 
research 
and 
development, 
Candidate McGovern would strip us 
substantially of the resources of our 
technical ingenuity. While the Soviet 
Union spends ten billion dollars per 


year on R & D, McGovern would 
reduce our own by three billion 
dollars, to less than five; and, 
possibly, to as low as three billion. 
Our armed forces would be reduced 
to less than the pre-Pearl Harbor 
level. 


All 
this, 
mind 
you, 
Senator 
McGovern has come out with as his 
program irrespective of what the 
Soviet Union agrees to do What the 
Soviet Union has agreed to do we 
will momentarily learn. Surely the 
availability of Senator McGovern as 
a presidential prospect will prove to 
have had the effect on the Russians 
of 
sharpening 
their 
demands, 
knowing that they stand to achieve 
from internal domestic American 
pressure, goals which they could not 
have dreamed of achieving at the 
negotiating table. 


Meandering with Jackson 
Days gone by 


I ’m having a little difficulty 
finding much sympathy for the 
parents whose kids would have had 
to go to another school had the 
school board followed through on the 
superintendent’s recommendations 
and 
closed 
a 
couple 
of 
our 
elementary schools 
You see, when we first arrived in 
Lompoc some 15 years or so ago, 
there were only three schools in 
town. 
The 
old 
Lompoc 
Elementary 
was 
still up in what is 
now the playground 
for 
E l 
Camino 
School. There was 
Hapgood, of course, 
and the high school 
campus, which then 
was located on the 
present junior high 
school site. 
All 
of 
the 
schools 
were 
overcrowded, and the school system 
was just beginning to get in low gear 
as far as the building progress was 
concerned. Unification of the school 
district wasn’t even a twinkle in 
anyone’s eyes, and the first new 
school building coincidental with the 
population explosion created by the 
base buildup hadn’t really been 


thought of. 
At the time, we only had one child 
in school, and he went to the old 
Lompoc 
Elementary 
School 
on 
north H Street. It didn’t take long, 
though, and we had all four of the 
kids in school, as they are only a 
year and a half apart in age. But the 
time it did take was just enough to 
give the school people time to move 
into action. 
Unification became a reality, 
bond 
issues were 
passed, 
and 
construction of adequate school 
facilities to handle the load were 
begun. That is also when the 
logistical problem of schools began 
for the Jackson family. 
For the first several years of our 
residency here, when all four of our 
children were of elementary school 
age. we were located in the 500 block 
of North D Street. But our kids 
managed to go to three different 
elementary schools. 
Some of them started, as already 
mentioned, at Lompoc Elementary 
One of them began her education 
career at Hapgood School and the 
other at Fillmore. Instead of the 
closing 
of 
schools 
creating 
problems, it was just the reverse. It 
was the opening of new schools that 
created 
them. 
That 
and 


overcrowding. 
It didn’t take long for Lompoc 
Elementary to start bursting at the 
seams. Most of the new housing in 
town was located so that any 
children living in those areas went 
to Lompoc Elementary. So, double 
sessions in some grades became the 
rule. Then, some children in some 
grades were sent to Hapgood — and 
I might add, on foot, not buses, as 
would have been the case if the two 
schools had been closed Phis meant 
that we had kids going to both 
Lompoc Elementary and Hapgood, 
but not on the same double-sessions 
schedule. 


Finally, 
Fillmore school 
was 
completed, and although it was 
somewhat farther away from us 
than Lompoc Elementary, our four 
young uns were scheduled to go 
there, while the youngsters across 
the street were sent to Lompoc 
Elementary. 


We were not at all happy with the 
situation then, but we learned to live 
with it because we knew somewhat 
of the efforts it had taken to reach 
even that point of sanity. Now, as we 
look back on it, we can’t see that it 
hurt any of our children — or mom 
and dad, either, for that matter.

School daze 


Tuesday 
night’s school board 
meeting was a mixture of all those 
things that focus on our relationship 
to the world of education. We are 
concerned about the education our 
kids get, we are concerned about 
taxes, we are concerned about the 
larger issues of society as they are 
affected by education. 
On the surface of 
things the results of 
the meeting were a 
victory 
for' the 
people as the poli­ 
tician would say. Or 
the 
people 
have 
spoken. 
On 
the 
other hand, the de- 
_ 
cision will prove to 
be a 
capricious one if school population 
falls substantially by the time 
school opens in the fall; or on the 
other hand, a wise decision in the 
event that school population grows 
above current levels. One side or the 
other will be a hero or a bum as the 
saying goes. 
The trustees rejected the proposal 
to close La Honda and Los Padres. 
They did so under severe attack in 
an atmosphere larded with veiled 
threats, no little inuendo and not a 
little bombast. And as so often 
happens 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
misunderstanding. 
One example of the latter is the 
now historic misconception about 
the relationship between general 
operating capital available to the 
school district and the physical 
plant from which the education of 
kids stems Once and for all the two 
should be separated in our thinking 
The local school district got a 
bonanza 
when 
the 
federal 
government 
provided about $15 
million worth of buildings for about 
$5 million in locally supported 
bonds. True, ¡t all took tax money, 
but the local tax payer got a viable 
school system for a pittance, so to 
speak 
Coincidentally the local tax rate 
has always been one of the lowest in 


the state of California 
If the district had not built the 
buildings because, perhaps they 
already existed, the federal money 
eventually used in the construction 
would not have come to the area. To 
argue as some have that the district 
might have had more operating 
capital, at a given time if the 
district had refrained from building 
this 
or 
that 
building, 
is 
demonstrably in error. 
By the same token, to chastize the 
district for use of state mandated 
monies 
for 
various 
special 
education programs — on the theory 
that the money could best be used in 
some other way — is also in error. If 


the 
special 
program 
is 
not 
implemented, the money is not 
provided 
I think the district staff made a 
mistake 
in not publicizing the 
proposed school closures at great 
length That fact was well stated 
during the meeting. 
There is another way to look at the 
meeting. 
More than any other 
means, the meeting demonstrated 
the community support for the two 
schools in question. Student, parent 
and even teachers, arose to speak 
out in defense of their schools and 
programs. 
We couldn’t ask for much more 
than that.

Camping with kids 


These days, hardly any 
vacation except camping 
out with kids is cheap, non­ 
fattening — and fun, too 
Unfortunately, 
it 
often 
isn’t much fun for Mom 
who has to function as cook, 
dishwasher, first aid ex­ 
pert, tent caretaker, and, 
worst of all, family clothes 
washer. But there are ways 
to cut down on all these 
chores and enjoy the easy- 
living delights of camping 
along with the rest of the 
family. 
First of all. don't forget 
that the whole point of 
camping out is to relax in 
a natural, informal atmo­ 
sphere. If you had wanted 
to dress for dinner and 
swim in a chlorinated pool, 
you could have gone to a 
fancy resort hotel So don t 
try to “ keep house 
as if 
you were home 
Choose simple meals that 
don’t require many dishes 
and are quick and easy to 
cook. Shop for fresh vege­ 
tables and fruit at wayside 
stands - they taste twice 
as good as the supermarket 
kind 
Pack a first aid kit, so 
you won’t have to chase ten 
miles to the nearest store 
for a packet of bandages or 
some sunburn ointment. 
Kids just seem to attract 
cuts and bruises, so be pre­ 
pared 
As for the family wash­ 
ing — there’s no way to 
avoid it. but there are ways 
to take the drudgery out of 
it. 
Clothes take 
an extra 
beating on a camping trip 
Grass stains and ground in 
soil, are all in a day’s play. 
Fishing or hunting clothes 


get bloodstained. Casual 
eating often means more 
clothes soiled with coffee, 
chocolate, gravy, catsup 
and all kinds of fruit and 
vegetable stains. 
Sometimes these stains 
are tough to remove. Or­ 
dinary soaps and plain de­ 
tergents often won’t re­ 
move them thoroughly, but 
an enzyme detergent or an 
enzyme pre-soak can come 
to your rescue when you re 
caught out in the wilds with 
a batch of dirty laundry. If 
Dad used his shirt to carry 
his day’s fishing catch or 
the kids spent all afternoon 
playing Kit Carson, you’ll 
be glad if your laundry 
products have enzymes. 
They help break down tough 
dirt and many stains into 
small fragments which can 
be more easily washed 
away by regular detergent 
action. 


During the past couple ot 
years doubts have arisen in 
many people s minds about 
enzymes. Some people be­ 
lieved them to be a health 
hazard; others thought they 
might pollute. To help clar­ 
ify the enzyme controversy 
the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration commissioned the 
National Academy of Sci- 
ences-National Research 
Council to conduct a de­ 
tailed review of available 
data 
This investigation 
took about a year, but the 
NAS report shows enzymes 
to be both safe and effective 
in normal use. 


What’s 
more, enzymes 
are biodegradable, and in 
no way contribute to the 
pollution of rivers and 
streams.

Metal lawn buildings are 
now manufactured in a 
wide range of designs to 
match or complement the 
architecture of your home. 


Building features include 
“ drive through” access on 
one model, with front and 
back doors wide enough to 
drive a large lawn tractor 
through, while others have 
gable or gambrel roofs with 
skylights, i^rices range 
from about $62 to under 
$340. 


Space varies, too, from 
6x5 to 10x12 feet. The build­ 
ings can be anchored to 
concrete or the ground with 
plywood or gravel floors, 
depending on your require­ 
ments.
